wheat, prediction of the sm allest po­ 
tato output since 1919,, and unfavor­ 
able fruit forecasts were set forth 
in the July crop report Thursday by 
tho Department of Agriculture. 
Wfah a higher condition than the 
10-year average and an acreage 1.5 
per cent larger than last year’s, corn 
production was forecast at 3,095,000,- 
000 bushels, 650,000,000 bushels more 
than last year. 
Among the causes listed 
for the 
larger increase were the high price 
of com and a tendency to increase 
feed crops for livestock. 
Corn Thriving 
Tho condition of the crop ranges 
from average to excellent outside of 
drought areas in Texas, Oklahoma and 
Kansas. 
In the com belt the crop 
was thriving. 
W heat prospects increased 19,000,- 
000 bushels during June, a forecast 
of 680,000,000 bushels being made for 
this season. 
W inter wheat lost 3,- 
000,000 bushels during the month, but 
spring wheat prospects increased 22,- 
OOO.OOO bushels. 
Production of wheat in eleven coun­ 
tries of the northern hemisphere, in­ 
cluding the United States, which pro­ 
duce normally 59 per 
cent 
of 
the 
northern hemisphere crop and 52 per 
cent of the world crop, except Rus­ 
sia’s and China’s, was estim ated at 
1,568JKH),OOO 
bushels, 
121,000,000 
bushels less than last year. 
Potatoes Fewer 
Indicated production of white pota­ 
toes was 350,000,000 bushels, which 
would be 105,000,000 less 
than 
the 
large crop of 1924. 
Great reduction 
in acreage, which is the lowest since 
1907, was attributed to losses because 
of heavy production a year ago. 
Tho season has bean unfavorable 
for fruit production throughout most 
of the country, except on 
the

cific Coats. 
The gain 
in 
peaches, 
pears and grapes over last year in 
that region has been sufficient to off­ 
set the decrease elsew here, and near­ 
ly sufficient to do so in tho case of 
commercia! apples. 
The Total apple 
crop was forecast a t 157,000,000 bush­ 
els, 22,000,000 less than last year.
